Granted, the decrease is 
slight, but Belle Glade resi- 
dents will see a lower city 
property tax bill this year. 

City Commissioners and 
staff met Tuesday night to 
hammer out details in the 
city's 1995-96 budget and 
approved à millage rate of 
9.2093, down from last year's 
9.4632. This would mean that 
a homeowner in Belle Glade 
with a home valued at $75,000 
and a homestead exemption of. 
$25,000 would pay 2.7 percent 
less taxes this year, or about 
$13 less on their tax bill. 

"I can't remember seeing this 
in a long time," said Mayor 
Steve Weeks. "This is the lean- 
est budget we've seen in 
years." 

Despite the decrease in tax- 
es, the city managed to give 
city employees a five percent 
pay raise and increase police 
officer's salaries for overtime. 
They will also be given vaca- 
tion time equal to other city 
employees. Their police pen- 
sion benefits were increased 
one half of one percent from 
2.0 percent to 2.5 percent

retroactive to one year ago 
when the city and police offi- 
cers reached an impasse dur- 
ing union negotiations. 

City Commissioners were 
also offerdd a $500 a year 
increase in’salary, but three of 
the'five commissioners voted 
against the pay raise. "I can't 
agree 60 this. I didn't take this 
job to make a lot of money," 
said Commissioner Crate 
"Happy" Tucker. "I, took it to 
serve the citizens. I would 
rather see this money go into 
the budget to pay for other 
things." 

"Director of Finance David 
Wood said the city's budget is 
about $19 million this year, up 
about one million. dollars from 
last year. 

The city will see extra mon- 
ey from increases in sewer 
rates and a decreased police 
and fire department budget. 
Rental fees at the Belle Glade 
Marina. will also be increased 
from $72 a week to $80 per 
week. "This is a nominal 
increase," said City Manager 
Lomax Harrelle. 

The budget also includes 
$100,000 for street repairs and 
$25,000 for sidewalk repairs.

Unfortunately for South Flori- 
da citizens, however, there is 
no governing board set up to 
make certain the.ad valorem 
tax increases are even needed.

ture, Bob Crawford said to the 
Water Review Confmission, 
whose task it is for legislative 
recommendation on what the 
“future water policy should be, 
"Agriculture and other major 
user group$ deserve to be at 
the table when water policy, 
planning and regulatory pro- 
grams are being considered."

It's 
called ball lightning. 

For centuries, the strange 
appearance ahd bizarre behav- 
ior. of ball lightning has scared 
the pants-off folks. The lumi- 
nous orbs, which can be as 
small as a marble or as big as a 


. basketball, seem to appear out. 


of thin air. 

There have been hundreds of 
reports of ball lightning inside 
buildings, often entering 
through an open door or win- 
dow, even coming down the 
chimney like a glowing Santa 
Claus. 

Other reports cite witnesses 
who say the lightning came 
through solid walls and electri- 
cal outlets. One ball of fire 
reportedly rolled down a hall 
while another dropped into a 
bucket of water allegedly heat- 
ing it to boiling. There have 
been accounts of ball lightning 
appearing inside metal air-^

planes while in flight. 

These glowing bails, whose 
color varies from red to orange 
all the way to blue and white, 
usually wander around a room 
for a few seconds as if it was 
checking out the wallpaper 
pattern. Then, just as suddenly 
as it appeared, it's gone, typi- 
cally with a loud bang. 

Gone but certainly not for- 
gotten. While a lightning flash 
is a common sight, particularly 
here in Florida, scientists esti- 
mate that only one percent of 
the. population will see bali 
lightning. For that one percent, 
ball lightning is a sight they 
will never forget. 

And, it may be a phe- 
nomenon that science may nev- 
er explain. Russian physicist 
Pyotr Kapitsa certainly tried. 

For years, Kapitsa examined 
hundreds of reports and inter- 
viewed dozens of witnesses 
who claimed to have seen ball 
lightning. Y 

Kapitsa concluded that ball 
lightning did exist. He thought 
the balls of fire were made of 
ionized atoms that somehow 
were stimulated by radio 
waves that created the glowing 
light. 

Some scientists have been 


"able to produce something that 


looks like ball lightning in the 
laboratory using microwave 
radiation. But, the balls of fire 
disappear as sooh as the power 
is turned off. 

Despite the efforts of Kapitsa 
and a lot of really smart peo- 
ple, no one has been able to 
explain how ball lightning 
forms, why it seems to stick 
around for a relatively long 
time, why it likes to appear 
inside enclosed places and why 
it doesn't cause significant 
damage'when it hits some- 
thing. 

What we do know is that ball 
lighthing is real. Other than 
that it remains a mystery.

Sugar producers say consumers 
won't see savings if sugar prices drop

è The call for elimination of the 


government sugar support, pro- 
gram is a cynical political ploy 
«that totally ignores the interests 
of consumers and plays into the 


“ hands of the giant multinational 


food companies, according to 
Florida's largest producer of sug- 
ar cane. 

Robert Buker, senior vice pres- 
ident of United States Sugar 
Corporation, based in Clewiston, 
said "Americans already pay 


4 less, not more, for sugar than 
„+, consumers in virtually every 


yl developed country in the world. 
"The leaders of the Public 


“> Voice for Food and Health Policy 


? "have put their political agenda 
* ahead of the interests of con- 
sumers," said Mr. Buker. "For 
them to suggest that elimination 
of the sugar program would low- 
er retail sugar prices even fur- 
ther and reduce America's food 
bill, they must ignore the lessons 
of recent history, the realities of 
the food market, the law of sup- 
`, ply and demand, and the federal 
government's own data," he said. 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 

ture and Bureau of Labor Statis- 

tics data show that even though 
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the price of sugar has actually 
fallen by 5.8 percent in the past 
five years, the cost of food prod- 
ucts containing sugar has, 
increased. 

According to the government 
data, during this period the price 
of candy rose 9.6 percent, cookies 
went up 17 percent, the price of 
ice cream increased by 7.3 per- 
cent, and cereal prices are up a 
whopping 22.3 percent. 


"Except for the price of a bag of , 


sugar, at about 39 cents on 
supermarket shelves, consumers 
have not seen a penny of savings 
from food companies as the price 
of sugar has fallen,” said Mr. 
Buker. "Lower sugar prices have 
only meant greater profits for 
Coca Cola, Mars, Hershey, 
Nabisco, General Foods and the 
other food companies and cereal 
makers," he said. 

"The real 6pponents of the 
American sugar program are not 
the public, but these giant indus- 
trial sugar users," said Mr. Buk- 
er, noting that with less than two 
cents of sugar. in a Snickers bar 
or а Coke, consumers won't see 
any savings if sugar prices fall. 
"It's the giant food companies, 
many of which^hàve financial 
resources greater than some 
countries, who will pockeg the 
savings,” he said. 

"The people at Public Voice 


know consumers aren't going to ` 


see lower prices. But they're will- 
ing to sacrifice the interests of 
consumers and workers to 
advance their political agenda," 
stated Mr. Buker. fi 

"In the process, however, they 


' are playing right into the hands 


of the giant food companies who 
stand to profit at the expense of

consumers and the 420,000 
workers in 42 states who depend 
on the American sugar industry," 
he said. 

Even the savings projected by 
Public Voice for a bag of sugar 
are flawed, according to the 
industry spokesman, because it's 
based on the difference between 
the American price and the price 
of surplus sugar in the world 
market. 

The often-quoted world price 

“represents the price of sugar 
dumped at less than the cost of 
production by foreign govern- 
ments who subsidize their farm- 
ers. Because the world market 
consists of only. subsidized, sur- 
plus sugar, the price is currently 
relatively low. 

“Public Voice naively believes, 
despite the laws of supply and 
demand, that this price will 
remain low even when the U.S. 
steps in to buy as much as nine 
million tons of sugar,” said Mr. 
Buker. 

But, he noted, the last times 
the. American sugar program 
lapsed, in 1974 and 1980, world 
sugar prices soared from less

than 25 cents to 60 and 40 cents, 
respectively. 

Sugar shortages then popped 
up in supermarkets and the 
prices of soft drinks, ice cream, 
baked goods, candy and break- 
fast cereal skyrocketed, never to 
come down, even when the sugar 
program was restored and sugar 
prices fell. 

The soft drink industry fondly 
remembers those events as the 
beginning of "ап era of high prof- i 
itability," according to their own 
trade association president. 

"The elimination of the sugar 
program in 1974 and 1980 pro- 
duced no bargains for.con- 
sümers; and it wouldn'tin 1905 
either," he said. "But if Public 
Voice gets its way, Americans 
can once again see their food 
budgets soar and American jobs 
exported to subsidized foreign 
industries.

People that are interested in 
vegetable gardening now are 
getting underway for the fall 
planting season. Home veg- 

! etable gardening is one of the 
most popular pastimes of 
many avid gardeners in our 
area, and if you are thinking 
about getting vegetables going 

“for the upcomirig-season, now 
is the time to get started. 

Most vegetable gardens here 
are planted in the early fall 
and carried through until 
about April when it becomes 
too hot and uncomfortable for 
many people to continue try- 
ing to garden. South Florida 
farmers also have been busy 
with many already having 
much of their crops planted for 
the upcoming season. 

If you are thinking about 
gardening, here are some tips 
to help you be more successful. 
In selecting a garden site try 
and pick areas that get as 
much ‘sunlight ав possible 
preferably a!l day long. If you 
have to choose between a site 
that has morning site versus 
afternpon sun, pick the site 
that has morning sun. The 


reason for this is that morning 
sun dries off.plants more 
quickly keeping them more 
disease free. 

Don't put gardens in poorly 
drained locations. Most veg- 
etables are very intolerant of 
being flooded even for very 
brief periods and you should 
always select high ground for 
gardens or plant on raised 
beds with adequate ditching or 
other drainage provided. 

Don't put vegetables close to 
nearby trees and shrubs. The 
roots from these larger plants 
quickly invade the area 
around vegetables and com- 
pete for water and fertilizer. 

When putting out gardens, 
make sure that you prepare 
the site thoroughly before the 
garden is planted. Most gar- 
dens do much better in an 
area which has had the soil 
amended with generous 
amounts of peat moss, 
manure, compost, or top soil. 
Most vegetables if planted in 
poor soil grow slowly and pro- 
duce very small amounts of 
vegetables.

By buy- 
ing seeds or transplants from

that are better suited for our 
local conditions. 
If you have only a small gar- 
den, often buying transplants 
which are readily available at 
local garden stores are much 
better than starting from seed 
since much of the seed will not 


tbe used. Also by buying trans- ` 


plants you can get plants 
already in some cases several 
weeks old and get a head start.

I don! t think we are going to 
have a shortáge of water in the 
lake this year. I was on the 
lake guiding Saturday and the 
làke was rising. 

The rising water level will 
effect the location of the bass 
so take this into account when 
you are out next time. There 
are still a lot of fish holding in 
the open water on ledges and 
rock piles. There are also fish 
starting to move into the heavy 
bull rushes and reeds. 

A Carolina rigged worm. and 
crank bait will work well in 
the open water areas and flip- 
ping a Texas rigged crawdad 
or worm will take fish from the 
heavy cover.
